Citizens Cautioned 
Against Robberies 


While the growers and ship- 
pers of Florida vegetables face 
many serious production and 
marketing problems, the most 
drastic threat to the welfare 
of the industry is offered by 
proposals now pending in the 
Congress to change *the labor 
laws of the nation in a manner 
that would directly increase the 
cost of preparation and market- 
ing, and indirectly boost the 
cost of producing these proá- 
ucts. 

These proposals include: 

(1) Repeal of the Taft-Hartly 
Act. This would remove the 
present ban which has preven- 
ted a repetition of the seconda- 
ry boycott strikes that para- 
lyzed northern produce mark- 
ets before this law was enacted. 
Tts repeal would also eucourage 
labor unions to more actively at- 
tempt to organize argricultural 
workers, 

(2) Broadening of the Social 
Security laws to include house- 
hold and farm workers, Every 
farmer and packing house op- 
erator would have to keep a 
complete payroll record of each 
individual worker, and pay to 
the Social Security fund a one 
to one and one-half percent tax 
on the worker's earning: 

(3) Enactment of a new “Fair 
Labor Standards Act”, in which 
(a) the minimum wage would 
be raised from the present 40 
cents to 75 cents per hour (or 
to $1.00 under wage orders is- 
sued by the Secretary of La- 
bor); (b) the coverage of the 
wage-hour law would be ex- 
tended to include all "activities 
affecting commerce" 
the penalties of the law viola- 
tor—however innocent he might 
be of guilty intent—would be 
increased to permit the Secre- 
tay fo,levy on his property to 
pay all wages due and penal- 
ties assessed. 

While the definition of "agri- 
culture" in the new law would 
remain the same as at present, 
many.of the exemptions now 
granted to agriculture would 
be either eliminated or greatly 
restricted, At present field 
workers are exempt from. the 
law, but packing house workers 
are not. 

Today many packing houses 
are exempt because they are 
in the “area of production”. 
This provision would be elim- 
inated from the
